US. deserter hopes speaking out 
will help him gain Canadian asylum 


JOSHUA KEY SAYS HIS FIRST MISGIV- 


ings about the US Army came just 
seconds after he signed up. 

“When I signed the dotted line, 
there was an officer right there, and 
as soon as I signed that piece of 
paper he said, “You're no longer a 
citizen of the United States, you no 
longer have a bill of rights—you' re 
government property.” 

Key served eight months in Iraq 
before fleeing with his family to 
Canada in March of this year. They 
have now applied for refugee status, 
saying they will be persecuted if 
they return to the States. As a 
deserter, Key faces a court martial 
and up to 20 years in jail if he cross- 
es back across the border. 

Key, in Edmonton last week to 
speak about his experiences, was 23- 
year-old when the lure of a higher

salary and better benefits led him to 
sign up with the US army. The for- 
mer welder was married with three 
children, and he hoped his new job 
would give his family a better life. 
He says he was careful to choose a 
non-combat unit and a position 
that was unlikely to be needed at 
an active war front. But all that 
changed with the war in Iraq. 

“They came up to us and said 
our jobs had changed to fit the mili- 
tary’s needs,” he says. “So now I'd 
be trained in explosives and land- 
mines.” 

Although he never intended to 
serve overseas, Key was reassigned 
toa rapid deployment unit, which 
could be deployed on 24 hours 
notice. In April of 2003, the call 
came. Key’s unit was sent to a base 
camp in Kuwait before leaving for 
active duty in Iraq. When they 
arrived at the base camp, they were 
told their food and water rations 
had been cut by two-thirds. 

“The only way we even had 
enough water to go to Iraq was the

der, he contacted the military's legal jane WET 
unit to see if there was any way he 
could get out of going back to Iraq 

“They called back and said I had 
two options—you can go to prison, 
or you can get back on the plane 
and go back to Iraq,” he says. “And 
I said, ‘No—I'll run.” 

Key and his family fled from Fort 
Carlson, Colorado and spent 14 
months hiding in Philadephia, mov- 
ing from hotel to hotel every thirty 
days. 

“When we first did it, | was think- 
ing, you know, I fought my war— 
maybe they'll just leave us the hell 
alone,” he says. “But as time goes, 
you know that won't happen.” 

In March of this year, Key, his 
three children and his pregnant wife 
crossed the border into Canada, 
where they applied for refugee sta- 
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tus. Fifteen other US deserters have 
also filed refugee claims. One of 
those claims, filed by Jeremy Hinz- 
man, was denied earlier this year. 
Although many of the deserters 
living in Canada have been trying 
to keep a low profile, Key has spent 
the last few months ona public 
speaking tour across the country. 
He's hoping the stories of his expe- 
riences in Iraq will raise sympathy 
for the war resisters, ultimately 
strengthening their refugee claim. 
“I know no American has ever 
been granted refugee status in 
Canada. I know none have ever 
been granted political asylum in 
Canada. But there’s a time for a 
change. There has to be a change—

I BECAME A FEMINIST IN HIGH SCHOOL. 
Before I became involved in any 
movement, before I took part in any 
sort of social activism, I was a femi- 
nist. I had an epiphany one night 
while watching Internet porn. | real- 
ized that these women, who were 
only given a three-word description, 
could've just as easily been my sister 
or my friend. I thought about the 
complexity and integrity of the girls 
I knew and it struck me as unjust. It 
is unjust that they could be reduced 
to nothing but their race, hair colour, 
and breast size. From that day forth I 
called myself a feminist and vowed 
never to support the porn industry 

Three years later, in an ironic 

twist, I got a job at a porn store. I was 
called for an interview the day after I 
applied, and got the job on the spot. 
Since my opposition to pornography 
is purely sociological, I figured this 
would be a perfect way to see what 
mainstream por really is, instead of 
only speculating (plus, I needed the 
money). In my first week I saw a lot 
of what I remembered and expected 
to see (the objectification and subju- 
gation of women), but I was trou- 
bled to find violent, even sadistic, 
pornography. I had always thought 
that that kind of stuff was under- 
ground filth preferred by a small 
handful of fringe perverts. Quite 
contrarily, these films were among 
the more : 

It is evident that the men who 
watch these films have a deep-root- 
ed hatred for or fear of women. The 
tag-line for Meatholes accurately 
sums up their deluded view of 
women: “A whore can only feel 
complete when she is dominated.” 
Tough Love #4 echoes the same 
rhetoric: “Women must of necessity 
adopt and enjoy a passive, submis- 
sive attitude in the sensual pleasure 
she derives from the pain inflicted 
on her by her man.” Gag Factor #17 
follows the same strain of deeply 
misogynistic pornos. A short defini- 
tion is found on the back: “When a 
whore is reduced to nothing more 
than a head, that’s when you've

Everyone I told 
labeled me a prude. Even feminists, 
who were up in arms about domina- 
tion in pornography in the ’70s and 
‘80s, have written it off as passé 
Everywhere I look, so-called “pro- 
gressive” individuals are praising 
pornography as a sexual liberator 
and reproach with great hostility the 
ones who speak ill of it. 


FINAL FANTASY

tasy, they are lying to themselves to 
spare their guilty conscious. How 
can you say it’s just fantasy when 
women are subject to harassment 
and violence daily? Fantasy is noth 
ing but action lying dormant. To 
claim that they have free will is to 
overlook the growing feminization 
of poverty, which has become a cru- 
Cial issue over the last 30 years. As 
for their enjoyment, that’s debatable; 
even if they seemed happy you 
don’t know how they felt an hour, a 
day, a month later. And what is hap- 
piness to someone who may have 
been trampled on their whole life, or 
who only knows submission? 

My solution is not a return to tra- 
ditional values, nor is it greater sexu- 
al prudence. If anything, I advocate 
free love. Traditional values are 
what landed us in this spot. We need 
to work together, as human beings 
to make this a better world for 
women to live in. We need to even 
the playing field so women aren't 
forced into prostitution, pomnogra- 
phy, and other degradations. We 
must combat violence, because if we 
aren’t moving forwards, we are slid- 
ing backwards.

Without structural change within the 
industry—such as year-to-year stability 
in contracts, ending the ceaseless price 
cuts demanded by brands, and forcing 
brands to pay prices that reflect the actu- 
al cost of providing workers a decent 
Wage and dignified workplace—lasting 
and meaningful gains for a significant 
number of garment workers are impos- 

sible. 

“We've had to jump from factory sol- 
idarity campaign to factory solidarity 
Allie Robbins, a national organizer with 
United Students Against Sweatshops.

The power of anti-sweatshop activists 
resides in universities that sell rights to 
license goods with their logos.

As the number of legends dwindles, Koko 
Taylor vows to belt to the last breath 


KOKO TAYLOR 
AND HER BLUES MACHINE 
Fri, 19, 8:30 


IT’S A FAMILIAR DOMESTIC SITUATION 
repeated in households across North 


America. 

“Tum it down,” sternly repri- 
mands blues singer Koko Taylor, 
almost as soon as niceties are 
exchanged at the beginning of this 
phone conversation. The 79-year-old 

has the voice of authority, and 
the firmness of the order has her inter- 
viewer quickly walking over to tum 
off the mellow classical music playing 
quietly in his a’ i. Thankfully, it 
turns out that the request is aimed at 
someone in her Chicago home. 
“Please Raven, you got to stop that 
noise—I’m doing an interview and I 
can't hear over that yakety yak. My 
granddaughter,” she explains, return- 
ing to the phone. “She's out of school, 
and she listens to all that rap.” 


THE DIXON LINE 

It’s awfully hard to imagine rap 
music playing in the Taylor residence, 
which through the years has seen or 
heard the presence of so many mem- 
bers of the blues aristocracy. It would 
almost be sacrilege. 

“Oh, Listen to all kinds of music,” 
she grandly assures, swiftly returning 
to geniality now that equilibrium has 
been restored in the Taylor home. 
“Everybody! Llike everybody, but 
they're not my favourite. My favourite 
is blues, and that’s why I'sing blues.” 

What other answer could we possi- 
bly expect from someone who was, as 
she says, “Born and raised in the 
blues”? More precisely, Taylor was 
born and raised ina “shotgun shack” 
outside of Memphis, Tennessee, 
where she and her family picked cot- 
ton; her two brothers made their own 
guitars and harmonicas while the 
young Taylor sang. 

“Didn't none of my family appreci- 
ate blues at the time that I started,” 
recalls the former Cora Walton. (She 
was nicknamed Koko in tribute to her

love of chocolate.) “I appreciated it 
and | loved it, and I told myself that 
this is what I want to doand I'm going 
todo it, When I was 21 years old, I 
came to Chicago. When I came here 
and saw all these bright lights I said, 
“Yeah, this is it” 

It was in Chicago that Taylor met 


perf 

view 

immediately taken with Taylor's 
voice. “He told Willie Dixon, ‘Get her 
ready right away, because 1 like what I 
hear’ So, | recorded my first song 
down there at Chess Records, and I 
been moving ever since.” 

It was at Chess that Taylor had her 
biggest hit and signature song, 1965's 
“Wang Dang Doodle,” a million-seller 
that immediately gamered her recog- 
nitionas one of the most explosive 
singers in r music. When Chess 
Records folded in the mid-’70s, Taylor 
hopped over to another Chicago label, 
Alligator Records. Her first album, I 
Got What If Takes, released in 1975, 
earned her a Grammy nomination; 
she’s recorded seven more and 
received six more nominations in 
response, finally winning the award 
in 1964. 


ON AMISSION 

If there's a central thread in this 
conversation with Taylor, it’s that 
blues is possibly the most important 
single part of her life. 

“Very important,” she agrees 
emphatically. “I’m trying to keep it 
going as long as I can. I don't think it’s 
in trouble, but the blues people is 
dying, and nobody can do nothing 
about that. A lot of ‘em are passing 
away—a very good friend of mine 
named Little Milton, they buried him 
today. 

“| don’t know if you've ever heard 


of him. He was a great blues singer,” 
she says oaiy. 
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“There's not a whole lot of gir! 
guys that are into the blues. Ther 
two women left, and I hope tha 
don’t die: that’s me and Etta Jan 
Nota lot of women singing the blu 
out here,” she sighs. “I hope th: 
young generation will keep it a 
because the older singers like myself 
well, we just can’t hang that much 
longer. I don’t know how long, but 
know that as long as I’m here, |'m 
going to be singing the blues.

ALL YOU NEED IS LOVE 
(OF MUSIC) 

McClinton’s brush with the Fab 
Four is instructive in that it illumi- 
nates something we forget about 
that particular time. McClinton, 
along with most of his compatriots, 
was thoroughly baptized in a music 
scene that saw no boundaries; for 
him, the talk of the moment can’t 
just be about blues, because blues is 
only one small part of what he’s 
played. Like a lot of musicians of his 
generation, the way that he’s per- 
ceived (as simply a blues musician) 
doesn’t square with the reality of his 
life, or the nascent rock, rhythm & 
blues, soul, country, and jazz scenes 
that he grew up in. 

“It was a whole different world, 
man.” McClinton speaks over a cell 
phone from his home in Austin, 
where he’s relaxing before starting 
yet another round of touring, some- 
thing that’s been a part of his life 
since he was a teenager. “We just

you can still hear all the different 
kinds of music on the records | put 
out today. Plus, you gotta remember 
that the music business wasn’t even 
thought of as a proper business. It 
meant that you were a lowlife— 
couldn’t be trusted. You had to pay 
double deposits on your utilities, 
that kinda thing. Also, everybody in 
the world wasn’t in a band, you 
know?” 

McClinton was playing in bars 
from an early age, cranking out Top 
40 hits, blues, and country—whatev 
er the crowd wanted to hear—with a 
variety of bands. It was a pragmatic 
choice, based around a need to 
please the crowd so that the gig 
would be held for another week, and 
it was thoroughly professional. 

“That's what I think, too,” he 
agrees. “Six nights a week in a bar, 
playing nothing but covers. It was 
three nights a week when I was in 
school. But professionalism, I don’t 
even know how to define that,” he 
says with a short laugh. “1’ll tell you 
a little joke one of my guitar player 
pulled on me. He got on the bus one 
night a few years back and said, 
‘Man that was really good. You 
sounded really good tonight—what 
Kinda harps are those you're using?’ 
I told him, and he said, ‘How do 
those stack up against the ones the 
pros use?” 


HERE COMES THE TAXMAN 

In the early ‘70s, McClinton relo- 
cated to L.A, where he partnered 
with fellow Texan Glen Clark on a 
couple of critically-acclaimed coun- 
try and soul albums, but commer- 

cial success did not come toddling 
after. That happened only when 
McClinton finally embarked on his 
solo career; Emmylou Harris had a 
country music No. 1 in 1978 with 
McClinton’s “Two More Bottles of 
Wine,” and his “B Movie Boxcar 
Blues” was featured in the The Blues 
Brothers in 1980. His album of that 
year, The Jealous Kind, had a hit sin 
gle with “Givin’ It Up for Your 
Love.” It should have been the 
fabled easy street for McClinton 
after that, but a bad suggestion 
from his accountant in Austin had 
him pouring his hard-earned 
money into a tax shelter that was 
disallowed. “The IRS notified me 
that I owed them $280,000,” he says 
somewhat wryly. “At this point I

STEREOTYPES IN. THE BLUES UNIVERSE 
can misdirect, misleading the audi- 
ence as to what to expect of a per- 
former, especially when it comes 
down to women (i.e. thunderous 
vocal performances and a diva stage 
presence, etc). 

With Mary Flower, you can throw 
it all out the window 

Flower plays the blues in its 
purest form: the Piedmont finger- 
picking style that originated down in 
the Mississippi Delta with legends 
such as Robert Johnson. Spice every- 
thing up with rusty horns, a wash 
board, some bells and whistles and 
you get a swinging, acoustic ragtime 
blues that jingles and jangles as it 
lingers through the muggy streets of 
New Orleans 

Not only is Mary Flower a com- 
plete virtuoso at her craft, having 
toured and taught in music camps 
for well over 20 years playing folk 
and blues (the latter of which she 
only started playing in the early 
90s), she goes straight for the bare 
essentials using a sultry voice that 
resonates with pure, unforced soul. 

With five critically-acclaimed 
records in her bag and an upcoming 
release on Memphis-based Yellow 
Dog Records, Flower, who's often 


over-shadowed by bigger names in 
the industry, deserves more recogni 
tion than she’s been getting 
(although she’s won numerous 
prizes over the course of her career). 

Her version of the blues sounds 
simple and stripped-down, but 
she'd be the first to admit that her 
picking style is extremely complicat- 
ed, taking old masters Henry Glover 
and Scrapper Blackwell as sources of 
inspiration and making their flavour 
her own without sounding like a 
pastiche or a rough copy 

“| think what really got me into it 
was meeting some of these people 
and realising how down to earth 
they are,” explains Flower, one hand 
on the steering wheel and the other 
clutching her cell phone, as she dri- 
ves down the streets of Portland, 
Oregon. “What | do love about itis 
that it’s very complex. I doa lot of 
teaching and most people find that 
it’s like rubbing your belly and pat- 
ting your head at the same time. It's 
not just strumming, you have to 
learn to balance walking and chew- 
ing gum.” 

Also an expert at lap slide guitar 
and witha background in folk 
music, it was only natural for Flower 
to head on down to New Orleans to 
record her upcoming record. Her 
reputation preceded her, and the 
help of a variety of big-time

Louisiana players came along quick- 
ly. 

“J essentially went into the studio 
and said ‘these are the instruments 
thatI want’ and the producer lined 
up the best guys in New Orleans,” 
says Flower, whose upcoming solo 

formance at the Blues Festival 
will be her first live experience in 
Alberta. “All these guys just played 
by the seat of their pants. Nobody 
really needed or wanted charts. It 
was very spontaneous, to say the 
least. We just merged our styles. It 
was phenomenal.” 

Constantly touring and teaching 
at folk and blues guitar camps all 
over the States (she calls them 











“prison camps”), Flower rarely sees 
her home in the summer. We can 
only guess that’s the kind of sacrifice 
seasoned blues players grow accus- 
tomed to, throwing their experi- 
ences—joy, pain, and all—into their 
music. 

“By the third day, you're so 
exhausted from lack of sleep that 
you can’t see straight. It's really fun 
and rewarding, but I think I've done 
too many this year,” she readily 
admits, complaining about the horri- 
ble food and busy-as-a-bee sched- 
ules. “I'd just like to sit on the back 
porch in the old rockin’ chair, you 
know? But it ain’t gonna happen.”

half decades, the entity known as the 
Fringe has served as a crucible for 
new talent, an inclusive setting 
wherein to explore the possibilities 
of the theatrical form. On a national 
level, it has shaped the Canadian 
theatre scene, launching the careers 
of Mump and Smoot, Ronnie Bur- 
kett, Karen Hines, Stewart Lemoine, 
TJ Dawe, and scores more. Non- 
Canadians have latched onto the 
model as a way to tour international- 
ly, and to facilitate artistic exchange 
However, as the circuit has grown, 
it's become a business proposition— 
a place to make money to fuel the 
creative machine, showcase a new 
play or make enough to barely keep 
body and soul together during the 
lean months. 


CIRCUIT U 

Artists come and go, gaining noto- 
riety and popularity before heading 
off into distant horizons. Witness 
Jerome Sable and Eli Battalion, the 
creators of Job: The Hip-Hop Musical 
and Job IJ. Starting out six years ago 
in Montreal, they have evolved into 
one of the most successful franchises 
on the circuit, and are now hanging 
up their gypsy shoes. They've 
moved to LA, where Job is slated to 
begin a six-week run in a major the- 
atre complete with a large cas 
dancers, and musicians.

“We talked and 
tossed ideas back and forth and 
Kevin said he also wanted to bring 
Jon Stewart into the mix and within 
a day we were going, ‘Let's doa 
show’.” 

Despite the show’s charmed 
beginnings and the relative ease 
with which the script came together, 
the finished show almost stalled. 

“We started working on this last 
fall and had a first draft by Decem- 
ber and then applied for the Fringe 
and for NextFest, after which it sat 
on the backburner.” 

When time for NextFest rolled 
around, the crew was no longer sure 
they could actually do that particu- 
lar gig. 

“At the time Kevin was in Europe 
and Jon was in theatre school in 
Vancouver. There were lots of 
things working against us, and I 
ended up being one of those people 
who says “come on guys we have to 
do this”,” she says, underlining the 
developmental importance of that 
show, and the vital input of the 
show’s NextFest director Aaron 
MacKenzie.

The fact that the company 
can actually tour a show to Canada is 
unique. “There is no other circuit that 
exists the way it does in Canada.

THERE IS A JOKE THAT EVERY COMIC 
knows but none tells to a paying 
audience. It is repeated only among 
rs, in the “dark” hours offstage. 
Amateur filmmakers—this is not a 
criticism; the home movie feel makes 
it more accessible—magician/come- 
dian Penn Jillette and stand-up Paul 
Provenza have taken mere civilians 
behind the veil and challenged 102 
comics, whose age, fame, and styles 
run the gamut, to tell the joke, share 
their personal history with it, or ana- 
lyze its sociological implications. 
Watching The Aristocrats, then, is 
like being smuggled into the Mason- 
ic Hall or slipped the grip of the 
Oddfellows. Some, on the other 
hand, might liken hearing the joke to 
receiving the gift of a venereal dis- 
ease. 
What wonders await! 
Spectacularly profane—at least in 
some versions—the joke has quasi- 
mystical origins obscured by the oral 
history of vaudeville. Paradoxically, 
ina profession in which the worst 
thing you can say about someone is 
that they stole a joke, this joke is 
used to assess comic skill, to judge 
how well a comic is attuned to soci- 
ety and culture. 
It's fitting, then, that the filmmak- 
ers should open with George Carlin, 
who catapulted to comic fame in the 
‘60s with his riff on television's 
seven unspeakable words, even 
though he pooches his own version 
of the joke. (Lenny Bruce pioneered 
on-stage ity territory but was 
repeatedly arrested for his troubles; 
besides, he’s dead.) Instead, Carlin 
helps to provide the context for the 
next 90 minutes: the film is an explo- 
ration of the idiosyncratic art of com- 
edy that is compared lovingly to 


jazz.

Paul 
Reiser, a personal favourite, screws it 
up. Gilbert Gottfried, of whom lam 
only moderately fond, discovered 
immediately following 9-11 that 
poking fun at that catastrophe was 
verboten, and chose, instead, to 
launch into perhaps the first public 
telling of the joke—and his caustic 
delivery matched perfectly his sub- 
ject matter and the tenor of the times. 
Kevin Pollack invests his version 
with the subtle genius of a masterful 
character study. Drew Carey 
embodies inoffensive mid-Western 
charm, even with this scatological 
stew. Rita Rudner and Sarah Silver- 
man convey a woman’s perspective 
that is sublime. Matt Stone and Trey 
Parker render the joke beautifully 
through South Park. Bob Saget is 
revealed as gift-giver of surprising 
sensitivity. 

In this way, the film is an insight- 
ful essay on contemporary humour 
and a Rorschach test of comic sensi- 
bilities. In most cases, comics Llove 
made me laugh so hard I cried, and I 
have mentioned only a few of them. 
The filmmakers even let some 
comics fail, leaving them hanging on 
the cross of their own ineptitude, 
made all the more horrifying by the 
stunning success of some of their 
colleagues. 

Don’t get me wrong—not every 
version made me laugh, or even 
smile; some strayed too far even for 
me into the dangerous territories of 
incest and bestiality. Perhaps when 
my children and my goats are older, 
I'll have the perspective necessary to 
appreciate Andy Dick. Or he'll have 
a day job and | won't have to. But 
he'll still have balls.
